Chairman G. Ed Maddox, of the 
state executive committee, when 
reached at his home in Kome Thurs- 
day night, declared that he had not 
heard of the action of the Catoosa 
county executive committee and until 
he had seen the statement which bad 
been forwarded to Mrs, Anderson 
could not express himself as to 
whether or not he would favor ad- 
mitting the revised figures from CUa- 
toosa, as was done in the case of 
Wilkinson county. 

“This action of the committee pre- 
sents an unusual situation,” said Mr. 
Maddox, “and before commenting on 
it 1 would want to study it in con- 
nection with the rules of the state 
committee, 

“It will be necessary for me, also, 
to see the form of the certificate sent 
to Mrs. Anderson, before deciding 
what disposition should be made of 
the revised figures from Catoosa.”

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CANNON CHARGES 


Declare Allegations Con- 
form toAll ChurchLaws 
and Will Be Heard. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(4)— 
Dr. Forrest J. Prettyman, of Balti- 
more, said tonight he and three other 
ministers of the Methodist Episcopal! 
church, south, had followed the ‘'spirit 
and the letter” of the church law in 
filing charges against Bishop James 
Cannon, Jr. 

He made this statement in com- 
menting on a radio message to the As- 
sociated Press last night from Bishop 
Cannon, who gave notice that he 
would protest the procedure on the 
ground that he had not been con- 
ferred with before the charges were 


filed. Cannon is returning to the 
United States from Brazil. 
Prettyman, a former chaplain of 
the United States senate, said the 
four ministers had notified the bishop 
in Brazil that they were preferring 
charges against him and that Cannon 
acknowledged receipt of the informa-

He add- 
ed that a communication had been re- 
ceived from Bishop Cannon claiming 
that “we were estopped from contin- 
uing the investigation” but that it 
had not been answered and no reply 
was intended.

To Enforce 
MINISTERS PRESS. 
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Ready 
Treaty 


Hitler, German Fascist’s 
Threats To‘Scrap’Agree- 
ments Brings Quick Re- 
ply From Paris. 


PARIS, Sept. 25.—(4)—The revi- 
sion of treaties is a more complicated 
affair than the drafting of a political 
program, This was the reply made 
in official circles here tonight anent 
Adolf Hitler’s remarks at Leipsic to- 
day regarding his revolutionary and 
treaty-serapping intentions. 

So far as France is concerned, of- 
ficials declared, the treaty of Versail- 
les has been revised as far as it is 
going to be. The republic will never 
attack Germany in all probability, 
even should the reich default in her 
reparations payments, but the French 
army is ready, these officials added, 
in case German nationalism should de- 
velop to point of attacking, in order 
to undo the work of the peace con- 
ference. 


The treaty of peace concluded at 


Versailles, it was remarked. is all that 


Europe has to go by; it is what it 
must go by and anybody who wants 
to upset it must be considered a trou- 
ble maker and must be dealt with ac- 
cordingly. 


LEIPSIC, Germany, Sept. 25.—(/) 
Adolf Hitler, chieftain of fascism in 
Germany, took advantage of a ready- 
made platform in the Leipsic supreme 
court today to tell Germans and the 
world how he would set up a Ger- 
man “third empire.” 

The plan he sketched while a wit- 
ness in the trial of three German 
reichswehr officers on charges of sub- 
versive activies involved tearing up 
the Versailles treaty, with such con- 
sequences as might follow that ac- 
tion and intimation that blood would 
flow at home once his “revolutionary 
tribunals” were. set. te. working. 

With all of the conviction and con- 
fidence of a man who stakes his all 
on a cause, he asserted that thirt - 
five or forty million German voters 
soon would rally under the fascist 
banner. 

The court at intervals exerted a 
modulating influence upon the fascist 
leader and the boerse, ever sensitive 
politically, reacted downward, evident- 
ly not liking the prospect Hitler un- 
veiled. 

The trial itself, occupying public at- 
tention for several days, lost its own 
prominence in the light of Hitler's 
personality. While he testified in the 
courtroom swarms of his followers re- 
mained in the streets before the build- 
ing, lustily voicing their slogan, “‘Ger- 
many, awake!” 

Police reinforcements were unable 
to disperse the mob and firemen turned 
streams of water upon the shouting 
fascists before the throng gave way. 

Hitler was outspoken. He said that 
just as soon as German fascists by 
legal means had secured political 
ascendancy they would disrupt the 
peace treaty, if necessary by means 
looked upon by the world as illegal. 
He said his party did not regard Ger- 
many'’s international post-war agree-

PROWNLUP ‘BOYS’

TO RE-FIGHT WAR 


Atlanta Stands at Atten- 

tion as Hosts of Camp 
Gordon Arrive for Re- 
union. 


After an absence of nearly 13 years, 
the Eighty-second division came back 
home today. 

Atlanta stood at attention while 
the one-time famous fighting organiza- 
tion of the American Expeditionary 
Forces drifted in by train and auto- 
mobile for the grand reunion of the 
divison which begins today to con- 
tinue through Sunday afternoon. 

Not all of the 50,000 members came 
back, of course, That was the strength 
of the unit during the days of Sep- 
tember, 1917, when the renowned “‘All- 
American” division was organized at 
Camp Gordon. Today there were per- 
haps 3,000 veterans who trained at 
the local cantenment on hand, repre- 
senting, as in the days of old, its 
heterogeneous composition, both re- 
garding the sections from which it rose 
and the nationalities, creeds and so- 


| clological strata which it symbolized 


in 1917-18, 


Northern and eastern contingents 
will continue to arrive today, it was 
reported by local reunion headquar- 
ters, 72 Broad street. ‘Train loads 
from New England, New York and 
the rest of the thickly-populated east 
are due to arrive this morning, while 
others are expected from the far west 
and midwest. 

On Thursday night evidences of the 
presence of the old fighting unit were 
everywhere, Already the 
trench caps of the New Yorkers were 
seen as their wearers swaggered once 
more along Atlanta’s: main stem—old 
Peachtree street. LErstwhile “boys” 
from Philadelphia; upstate New, York, 
Chicago, New ‘Orleans, Tennessee and 
Alabama, sauntered along in groups, 
giving the old camp town the once- 
over, 

But the main body of visitors will 
come in today, headquarters stated. 
They will swell the ranks of those al- 
ready here, will register at headquar- 
ters and then go to their hotel billets, 
each regiment and battalion sticking 
close to their own outfit, where they 
will meet one-time buddies and have 
a chance to do what in the vernacu- 
lar of another day was called chewing 
the fat.

POWER GU. PLANS 
TO HARNESS RIVER 


Chattahoochee Plant Will 
Mean Flood Protection 
for West Point. 


Ultimate control of the turbulent 
and frequently threatening waters of 
the Chattahoochee river at and below 
West Point is in prospect today, fol- 
lowing the reported sale Thursday to 


the Georgia Power Company of the 
Adamson water power site near the 
west Georgia borderline city. 

Statements issued following the 
transaction by George H. Lanier, 
president of the West Point Manufac- 
turing Company, and by him jointly 
with J. Smith Lanier, an asociate in 
the deal, revealed that the power 
company had agreed to a conditional 
proviso announcing that flood protec- 
tion would be provided when, and if, 
the proposed power project is con- 
structed. 

This, it is understood, will mean 
the establishment of a safeguard 
against floods.not only to West Point 
but to prosperous farm areas along 
the Chattahoochee below that city. 

Plans for a hydroelectric dam on 
the Adamson site have been contem- 
plated for some time, Mr. Lanier 
stated, adding that “due to conditions 
in the national money market and 
due to obstructions thrown in the path 
of our development, progress in the 
work has been seriously delayed.” 

Mr. Lanier, in his announcement 
of the transaction, expressed full con- 
fidence that the Georgia Power Com- 
pany would proceed in line with the 
= previously laid, and declared he

BLACK SHIRTS GE 
FLORIDA CHARTER 


Action of Wood Group 


Comes as Surprise to 
Gewinner. 


Charter for the “American Fascisti 
Order of Black Shirts” was granted 
in Orlando, Fla., Thursday incorporat- 
ing the organization under the laws 
of that state. J. O. Wood, Henry J. 
Norton, James R. Venable, Raymond 
VY. Berger and Thomas B. West, all 


of Atlanta, were named in the char- 
ter as officers. 

The Florida charter evidently came 
as a surprise to Holt J. Gewinner, 
head of an Atlanta Black Shirt or- 
ganization which has filed application 
in Fulton superior court for a char- 
ter under the laws of the state of 
Georgia. Former Mayor Walter A. 
Sims, who filed the Fulton court ap- 
plication for Gewinner, said Thursday 
night that he did not know what 
steps Gewinner would take following 
the Orlando action. 

It was reported that Wood and 
Venable had stolen a march on Ge- 
winner and Sims and had forestalled 
any probability of dction in Fulton 
superior court by obtaining the first 
legal charter and rights to the names 
“Fascisti” and “Black Shirts.” 

The announcement from Florida 
also brought into the open two “Black 
Shirt” organizations in Atlanta, the 
original Gewinner group and the new 
Wood-Venable order, with Wood and 
Venable claiming that their order was 
the only one with a legal right to 
exist, enroll members and _ collect 
money for any purpose in connection 
with the “Fascistis.” 

Another development in the “Black 
Shirts” tangle came Thursday after- 
noon when the Fulton county grand 
jury sent a letter to Mayor I. N. 
Ragsdale of the borough of Atlanta 
urging that a proposed parade of 
“Black Shirts” not be permitted in 
the borough limits.

but one opponent,” said Mr. Russell.

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 
SOUGHT BY CARSWELL 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ga., Sept. 25. 
(Special.)—Charging that his oppo- 
nent, Richard B. Russell, Jr., “dare 
not answer the questions I have pro- 
pounded to him,” George B. Carswell 
delivered an address here this after- 
noon in which he Jaid particular 
stress upon the financial needs of the

“During all of the present cam- 
paign,” the speaker said, “and I mean 
the runover campaign, I have chel- 
lenged, begged and implored my dis- 
tinguished opponent definitely to com- 
mit himself upon the principal issues 
of this campaign.

CHEAP P LABOR am 


Chnetciaenal Told Contrac- 
tors’ Position on Wages . 
Fixed by U. S. 


Hugh W. Roberts, executive secre- 
tary of the Georgia branch of Asso- 
ciated General Contractors of Ameri- 
ca, Inc., Thursday wrote Congress- 
man Robert L. Bacon, of New York, 


that “under competitive conditions es- 
tablished and insisted upon by the 
government, the contractor has no 
alternative save to buy labor as cheap- 
ly as possible.” 

Mr. Robert's letter was in reply to 
|a statement isued by Bacon in Wash- 
ington Wednesday in which the con- 
gressman was quoted as saying s0- 
cial discontent was created when ex- 
service men and “other American citi- 
zens are willing to work and have 
their work refused them because 
aliens may be obtained at less than 
the prevailing scale of wages.” 

Defending reported instances in the 
middle west, Pennsylvania and Long 
Island, where labor was allegedly 
brought in “from remote points” {to 
work on postoffices and véterans’ hos- 
pitals, the letter said: 

“Under present conditions the con- 
tractors may express no preference 
and exercise no discretion. In com- 
peting for a government job, he reck- 
ons his labor cost at the figure at 
which it can be bought and not at 
what you euphemistically term ‘the 
prevailing scale of wages.’ ” 

If the contractor used any . other 
method of reckoning the cost of la- 
bor he would “insurmountably handi- 
cap himself against his competitors, 
who, in the exercise of sanity, would 
assuredly bid on the cheapest cost 
basis,” the letter said. 

If the government determines that 
preference must be shown ex-service 
men or any other class of citizens, 
it should be prepared to shoulder the 
burden of the cost and fix wages in 
letting contracts and see that’ the 
wages are paid, Mr. Roberts advised. 
All contractors would then be on an 
equal footing, he said, and as the 
government would be paying the bill, 
would be indifferent to the cost of 
labor or the “nativity of their labor- 
ers.”

THE PHYSIOLOGY OF REST.

The vital capacity of an adult is a 
scant or Scotch gallon. Vital ca- 
pacity means the quantity of air that 
can be breathed out by the deepest 
possible expiration after the deepest 
possible inspiration. But this aver- 
age, normal adult ordinarily breathes 
only a pint of air at each inspiration, 
an imperial or Irish pint. One needs 
this pint of air every 3 or 4 seconds 
—15 to 18 breaths a minute asleep 
or awake. This ordinary quiet pint 
of air is called tidal air. If neces- 
sary, one can always draw in an ad- 
ditional two quarts of air over and 
above the tidal pint. Also, when nec- 
essary, one may breathe out an ad- 
ditional two quarts of air to supple- 
ment the tidal pint. Even after that,

Take the city of Elberton’s bonded 
debt, No. 223 proposed amendment to 
the* state constitution, to allow EI- 
berton, Georgia, to increase its bond- 
ed debt in the sum of $200,000 for 
the purpose of building an electric 
light plant large enough to meet our 
needs. 


Our present plant is only large 
enough to supply about 35 per cent 
of our present needs. Sixty-five per 
cent of our consumption we are now 
buying from the Georgia Power Com- 
pany. A short distance from the 
city there is a power-site available 
which wili, according to competent 
engineering survey, supply our need 
for at least the next 50 years. The 
same survey shows that the differ- 
“ence between what we would pay for 
purchased power with our present 
plant, and what the same power will 
cost us produced by ourselves at this 
power-site, we can pay the interest 
and retire the $200,000 bond issue in 
15 years. For the next 15 years the 
same difference in cost could be ap- 
plied to the reduction of city taxes. 
This power is at present a complete 
waste. 

Before presenting this amendment 
we put much time and thought into 
investigating every possible angle of 
the matter. We believe that we hare 
seen where it is possible for us to 
improve our situation very materially 
without hurting any other town, city 
or county in the state. The only way. 
under existing conditions, for us to 
secure the privilege of deciding by 
ballot whether we will so improve our 
situation is by the statewide ratifi- 
eation of the pending amendment to

Governor of Bank of France Quit: 
to Enter Private Banking After 
Seeing His Plans Make 
France the Second Most 
Powerful Nation Finan- 
cially in the World.

The resignation of Emile Moreau, 
governor of the Bank of France, te 
accept the presidency off one of the 
largest private banks in’ His country, 
follows closely the resignation of Roy 
A. Young, of the federal | reserve 
board, to accept the far more finan- 
cially attractive position of governor 
of the Federal Reserve bank of Bos- 
ton. 
But Mr. Young continues an execu- 
tive of the federal reserve system (one 
of the veterans of the system, too), 
while M. Moreau retires from gov- 
ernment banking. to enter the much 
more lucrative private field. 

M. Moreau entered the Bank of 
France when the franc was on the 
skids. Inflation was rampant. Finan- 
cial anarchy stared the French na- 
tion in the face. It looked as if 
another EKurepean country’s currency 
had gone bad. 

Then Premier Poincare - selected 
Emile Moreau to take over the bank- 
ing mess and see what could be done. 
The premier agreed to back him up 
with full government support. 

Emile Moreau set to work, surveyed 
the field, and decided that the franc 
should be stabilized at 3.90 cents. 
He opposed the orthodox method a-la- 
Bank of England, to bring back the 
france to its pre-war levelgpf about 
20 cents. 

He laid his plans well. A large 
foreign loan was arranged by J. I. 
Morgan & Company to back up this 
program, and the plan was carried 
through. Mr. Moreau never flinched. 
He was criticized, challenged, cussed 
and discussed.

But the plan worked. 

of France was reorganized, French 
industries prospered and French un- 
employment since then has been vir- 
tually unknown, 

So M. Moreau retired in triumph, 
with $1,920,000,000 in gold in the 
vaults of the Bank of France, the 
largest gold reserve in the _ world, 


next to that of the United States. 

Clement Moret, first assistant gov- 
ernor of the Bank of France, in tak- 
ing over the reins, is expected to con- 
tinue the Moreau policies which have 
made France the second most power- 
ful nation financially in the world. 

At the coming New York confer- 
ence of world banking officials France 
will be represented, if at all, by M. 
Moret, long the close associate of the 
retiring governor. 


The conclusion of Grosvenor Jones, 
head of the division of finance and 
investment of the United States de- 
partment of commerce, that the pria- 
cipal reason for the sharp decline in 
commodity prices throughout thé 
world is due to a “widespread shift 
from the gold exchange standard to 
the gold standard,” should be passed 
on by the League of Nations economic 
committee, which is just beginning its 
study of the causes of world depres- 
sion. 

Mr. Jones does not see any funda- 
mental weakness in the structure vf 
industry, but he does see that “inter- 
national credit inflation is one of the 
principal underlying reasons’ for 
present world depression. 

“International balances of payments 
are now being settled more largely in 
actual gold since fresh supplies of 
gold exchange have declined in vol- 
ume, due to lessened foreign lending 
and investing,.”’ said Mr. Jones. ““With 
the export of gold, credit has to ne 
restricted in the countries whose 
stocks are none too large. With the 
credit restricted prices decline.” 

There you have it in a nutshell. 

Undoubtedly, international credit 
inflation took place from to 
the summer of 1929. And the wide- 
spread use of the gold exchange stand- 
ard had much to do with it. ’ 

The new scramble for gold itself, 
supplemented by the decision of India 
to swing from a silver to a gold basis, 
was the final straw that broke the 
camel’s back.

Oklahoman Will Ask

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(?)— 
Creation of a $100,000,000 fund to be 
loaned to drouth stricken farmers was 
proposed today by Representative 
Stone, republican, Oklahoma, who 
said he had prepared a bill for in- 
troduction in December to establish 
the fund. 

The loans would be made for terms 
of three years, under the measure, 
which the Oklahoman said was de- 
signed to “re-establish” the farmers 
and “keep them on the farm.”

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—(#)—Nine 
skulls, tecently found near Lewiston, 
Iil., are thought by Professor Fay- 
Cooper Cole, of the University of Chi- 
cago, to date human presence into the 
Mississippi valley several thousand 
years earlier than it has been hitherto 
believed. 

The skulls, in contrast to Hopewell 
men and others found to date, are 
long and narrow, while the Hopewell 
skulls are broad and short, Professor 
Cole said. The tentative name given 
them is ‘black-sand men,” from the 
glacial gravel layer in which they were 
found. 

“T am satisfied they lived since the 
last glaciation.” Professor Cole said, 
“which was 10,000 or 12,000 years 
ago and before the Hopewell culture, 
which is about 2,000 years old.” 

_ The skulls were found by an expedi- 
tion of university students, headed by 
Professor Cole.

MACON, Ga., Sept. 25.—(4)—-The 
first state conference of home, eco- 
nomics teachers opened at the Hotel

This arrangement for the trial was 
made, due to the fact that the state 
could not be ready to go into a hear- 
ing earlier, needing time to prepare 
for prosecution, The defense could 
not be ready earlier, for until Thurs- 
day, the five men have been held in 
various jails of the state incommuni- 
cado, having no access to attorneys 
for 23 days. 

Following the return of the indict- 
ments Wednesday afternoon, orders 
were issued that the défendants be 
returned to the Lowndes county jail 
and be permitted to confer with rela- 
tives, friends and attorneys, in order 
that preparations be completed for 
entering into the defense. 

It is indicated that this will per- 
haps be one of the most sensational 
and hardest-fought legal battles 
Lowndes county has ever staged. With 
five white men charged with first- 
degree murder it is certain thet the 
defense will bristle with figit and 
many sensational developments are 
expected, Judging from present prep- 
arations, 

Austin Westberry and llomer Pad- 
gett having confessed, it is expected 
that the defense will make a plea for 
some degree of cicmency on their be- 
half. So far as Chaney his son-in- 
law, Travers Erwin, and Allen West- 
berry, it is expected that the defense 
contention will be unusuaily strenu- 
ous, and a great array of jezal talent 
from both Georgia and Florida points 
is expected to be lined up in an ef- 
fort to keep the men from going to 
the electric chair, as the state will 
strongly urge as a penalty for the 
crime.

About 4 a. m. the negro was tak- 
en before the girl and she _ identi- 
fied him the second time. At 8 a. m. 
she picked him out from among four 
other negroes, 

The sheriff, realizing the crowd was 
growing restless, planned to _ take 
Kirkland to another jail. As he came 
out uf the stockade with the prisoner, 
the father of the girl raised a shot- 
gun to kill Kirkland, but .someone 
knocked the gun down. 

A member of the crowd cried “get 
him” and the sheriff was attacked and 
disarmed. His posse was scattered 
and the crowd captured the negro, 
took him about half a mile from town 
in an automobile and killed him. 

Sheriff Davis was the only witness 
at the inquest and said he could not 
identify any members of the crowd 
that killed the negro. He told of ef- 
forts to prevent the lynching. 

‘ The jury returned the following ver- 
ict : 

“We find to the best of our knowl- 
edge and belief that he (Kirkland) 
came to his death from -gunshot 
wounds or by being hanged by un- 
known parties. : 

“We wish to commend our sheriff 
for the quiet and orderly manner in 
which he handled the angry crowd at 
the jail and stockade and for the pre- 
vention of other bloodshed. 

‘““We feel assured he did his duty in 
every respect.”

COTTON ACTIVE 

AT NEW ORLEANS. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 25.—(4)— 
The cotton market was again active 
today with comparatively narrow but 
frequent fluctuations. Today was first 
notice day for October deliveries and 
notices for 6.500 bales were issued 
here and $1,700 bales in New York. 
The notices were responsible for open- 
ing irregularity, but prices soon be- 
came steadier, as it was apparent that 
Spot interests were stopping the no- 
tices at prevailing differences and 
prices rallied 7 to 8 points from the 
opening lows.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—(4)—Re- 
fusing to accept the cheer it might 
have had from the firmness of the 
commodities, the strength of bonds 
and the cheapness of mohey,_ the 
stock market shrouded itself in gloom 
today and took another tumble. 

Although the net, losses of 1 to 5 
points did not represent bottom 
prices touched on the wave of selling 
that rolled over the market in the 
afternoon, rallying tendencies in the 
late pega | were feeble, indicating 
that the shorts felt confident of 
their position.

Only at the opening did the market 
exhibit strength. The i 


initial gains. 


were quickly lost and prices then be- 
gan an .p-and-down movement that 
carried into afternoon, displaying lit- 
tle or no recuperative powers on the 
rallies and manifesting a willingness 
to go lower on increasing activity, 
until the list toppled over toward the 
beginning of the final hour. 
Favorable News Dominates. . 
The domestic news, such as it was, 
was, on the whole, moderately favor- 
able. A large copper company cut its 
dividend and two affiliates omitted 
theirs, but the reduction was smaller 
than had been expected and the omis- 
sions were no surprise. Net operat- 
ing income of 21 large railroads for 
August proved to be about 25 per 
cent larger than in July, although 
28 per cent below August, 192%. 
Wheat rallied briskly for a time, 
sending September up to 80 cents. 
Grains closed steady. Bonds, espe- 
cially the rails, took another spurt, 
aided by the easiest time money in 
two decades. Call loans were avail- 
able at 1 per cent, but so feeble was 
the demand that some $50,000,000 
went unloaned. In addition, the 
American Federation of Labor report- 
ed a definitely better trend this 
month in the employment situation. 
Despite these favorable factors, 
speculative sentiment declined to 
come out of its slump. News of the 
Austrian cabinet’s resignation and the 
fiery speech made by Hitler, the Ger- 
man fascist, concerning his plans for 
opposition to the Versailles treaty, 
seemed to rekindle nervousness, al- 
though sources professing to have an 
intimate knowledge of central Euro- 
pean affairs refused to be alarmed.

Investigation into the slaying of 
George A. Kubler, of Greenwood ave- 
nue, Thursday afternoon caused De- 


Kalb county officers to seek infor- 
mation arding life insurance car- 
ried by Kubler. Efforts to identify 
the dead man as the person who 
bought the fatal shotgun from Sears, 
Roebuck Company recently were un- 
successful. 

On the heels of the revelation that 
Kubler carried a $10,000 double in- 
demnity policy with the Pacific 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, and 
net had other policies, DeKalb 
nvestigators sought to confirm a re- 
port that the policy would pay 310,- 
(00 in the event of a suicide and $20,- 
(OO if the case is shown to be a 
murder, 

The officers were told by the in- 
surance company that Kubler had a 
$10,000 double indemnity policy, pro- 
viding $10,000 for ordinary death and 
$20,000 for accidental death. 

An inquest into the death of Kub- 
ler will be continued at 10 o'clock 
this morning at the funeral parlors 
of A. S. Turner in Decatur, and the 
funeral will take place from Turner's 
chapel at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
The Rev. D. P. MecGeachy will of- 
ficiate. Interment Will be in Crest- 
lawn cemetery. 

Sheriff Jake Hall Thursday was 
being assisted in the probe by Inves- 
tigater John Jones, of the DeKalb 
solicitor general's office, who was en- 
gaged in a check of Kubler’s in- 
surance policies. R. C. Stephenson, 
Nears, Hoebuck clerk, told the inves- 
tigators that he sold the shotgun 
found by Kubler’s car, but that he 
could not remember Kubler as the 
man who bought it, although he re- 
membered having seen Kubler at one 
time or another.

As Coroner E. Thomas prepared to 
resume the inquest this morning, 
Sheriff Hall and other investigators 
were endeavoring to discover a mo- 
tive for either suicide or murder in 
the case. Circumstances led Sheriff 
Hall to believe that the death was 
suicide, on the theory that recoil of 
the gun cansed the weapon to be 
found outside of Kubler’s coupe. A 
small amount of money, the dead 
man’s watch and other personal be- 
longings were intact when the body 
was found. 

Investigators said that examination 
of the butt of the gun revealed some 
grit lodged in the gutta-percha as if 
the gun, in falling out of the window, 
had struck butt first on the pave- 
ment. 

The body of Kubler, who worked 
for the Gem City Life Insurance Com- 
pany, as solicitor, was found in his 
coupe Wednesday morning, dead from 
a shotgun wound in the right chest. 
Discovery of the body was made by 
Mrs. S. J. Cary of Avondale. The 
coupe’s doors were closed, but the win- 
dows were open.

The young orchestra leader once 
harbored an ambition to become a 
concert pianist, but was persuaded 
into orchestra work by W. C. Patter- 
son, now district manager of the 
Paramount-Publix Theaters Corpora- 
tion, then operating the old Crite- 
rion theater. Born in Richmond, Va., 
he came to Atlanta while in his early 
teens and at once gained recognition 
here. 

He was active in assistance given 
the Junior League in much of its 
work and he had endeared himself to 
Atlantans still further thereby. 

Vaudeville performers always 
found a sympathetic ear when they 
told Adolph their troubles—the tempo 
was too fast—or it was too slow— 
would he see about that number? Of 
course he would, they were reminded 
—and forthwith all troubles of the 
comedy teams, singers, acrobats and 
the others were solved in so far as the 
orchestra was concerned. 

This afternoon the orchestra will 
play on—his orchestra—and friends 
will mourn his passing. But the 
creed of the theater that he knew so 
well will be followed.

Former U. S. Secretary of 
State Is One of 15 
New Judges.

GENEVA, Sept. 25.—(UN)—The 
League of Nations council and as- 
sembly today increased the number of 


judges on the World Court from 11 
to 15 and elected judges, including 
Fra . Kellogg, of the United 
States, for a term of nine years. 

Kellogg was elected on the first bal- 
lot, but it required 10 hours for se- 
lection of the remaining judges and 
four substitutes from the 60 candi- 
dates. ; 
The election of the fifteenth judge 
to the court develo into a long and 
closely contested struggle between 
Jose Francesco Urrutia, of Colombia, 
representing Latin-American delegates, 
and A. W. Hijalmar Hammarksjold, 
of Sweden, representing the Nordic 
delegates. The decision went to Ur- 
rutia on the eleventh ballot.
